Las Lomitas elementary school dis- 
trict residents will cast ballots to- 
morrcw on whether to raise the dis- 
trict’s permissive tax rate maxi- 
mum from its present 93 cents to 
$2.49 for each $100 assessed valua- 
tion of the district. 

The proposed tax 
been called by the trustees as a 
means of financing the expanded 
instruction program of the district, 
the latter committed to the opera- 
tion of two schocls during the 1952- 
53 school year and anticipating an 
enroliment increase from 540 to 675. 


The district’s proposed budget 
calls for a tax rate of $1.85 per 
$100 assessed valuation for the 
coming year, based on 2 contem- 
plated increase in assessed valua- 
tion. 

The measure has been endorsed 
by the districts’ trustees, the Las 
Lomitas P-TA executive board and 
all three candidates for a pest on the 
schocl district’s board of trustees. 

Some opposition to the measure 
was indicated, however. One resi- 
dent, queried by the Recorder, said 
that she “was afraid” of the possi- 
ble resulting increase in her tax bill. 

Las Lomitas schcol will be the 
sole voting place fcr the election, 
with polls open from 7 a. m. to 7 
p. m.

City Continues Efforts to Free NPA from Double Recreation Tax 


The city of Menlo Park is contin- 
uing its attempts to get the North 
Palo Alto area out of the -Ravens- 
woced parks, recreation and parkways 
district, city attorney James T. O’- 
Keefe Jr. said yesterday. - 

Besides asking action on a state 
level, steps include the circulation 
of a petition in the affected area 
which, when submitted to the rec 
district’s board of trustees, may also 
result in having the North Palo Alto 
area taken out of the district. 

The city was notified last week 
that withdrawal of North Palo Alto 
could not be accomplished through 
action of the state legislature at its 
present special session. 

O'Keefe pointed out that the 


| law requires that North Palo Alto 
can withdraw from the rec dis- 
trict by having a petition circu- 
lated, the latter to be submitted 
to district trustees. The trustees 
may then set hearings on the mat- 
ter and. if no protests are heard, 
eliminate Nerth Palo Alto from 
the district by resolution. 

Such petitions were drawn up and 
placed in circulation more than two 
months ago, O’Keefe said. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for the 
recreation district’s board of trus- 
tees pointed out this week that when 
the district was originally formed, it 
was done so with the fact that North 
Palo Alto might -withdraw keenly 

tin view. At the present time, both 


the city of Menlo Park and the dis- 
trict have to allow for North Palo 
Alto in their budgets. : 

If the North Palo Alto area re- 
mains in the rec district. it may be 
subject to “double taxation” for re- 
creation. 

“For this reason,” said O'Keefe, 
“the city is trying everything it can, 
to conform to the wishes of the peo- 
ple.”

Besides summarizing the city 
budget report for the 1959-51 fis- 
cal year and comparing it with the 
1951-52 budget the report lists as 
major developments of 1951: 


1: The hiring of the firm of Wise 
and Eisner, planning associates, to 
work with the city planning com- 
mission to modernize the city’s zon- 
ing ordinance and to work out a 
new master plan; 

2: Continued building activity 
which, although under last year’s 
total, far exceeded the city’s assess- 
ed valuation : : 

3: Annexation of North Palo Alto 
to the city. 

Among more significant actions 
taken ky the city council, the re- 
port lists such actions as: The 
meeting of representatives of the 
city of Menlo Park, the Town of 
Atherton, and other area tax-sup- 
ported bodies for discussion of co- 
ordinating tax policies; 

The initiation of proceedings 
for the installation of a second 
parking plaza in the business dis- 
trict, and the initiation of an in- 
vestigation into the allegation 
that the city’s branch of the coun- 
ty library was rendering “inade- 
quate” service. 

The report also contains an an- 
alysis, illustrated with graphs, of 
the typical tax bill of city residents, 
and an up-to-date map of the city. 

(Last year’s map is already ob- 
solete, owing to the annexation of 
North Palo Alto and the addition 
of several new streets and subdi- 
visions.—ed.) 

The brochure also contains sum- 
maries of activities of the city’s se- 
veral departments and commissions, 
including the planning commission, 
recreation commission, traffic safe- 
ty commission, personnel hoard, pol- 
ice department, recreation depart- 
ment, building inspector’s office, 
park department and street depart- 
ment. It also reports on the year’s! 
activities of the Menlo Park pound- 
master. | 

More than two pages of fhe report 
are devoted to a discussion of the 
city’s civilian defense organization, 
how it operates and how it is co- 
ordinated with other CD agencies in 
the county.

The Recorder wholeheartedly endorses Michael L. Belangie 
and Dr. Robert M. Marcussen for the city council. 

It will be up to you, the voters of this city, to make your 
choice from four candidates for two council seats at next Tues- 
day's election. The Recorder hopes you will vote to retain the 
incumbents. 

We make this recommendation on the basis of the 
record and on the basis of the campaign statements of 
all four candidates.

Menlo Park has been ‘blessed’ in recent years with an un- 
usually fine city government. During a time when growth 
pressure in this area has been tremendous, when Menlo Park

By CHARLES P. BURGESS 
Menlo Park, in common with 
many of the smaller cities of the 
States, does not employ a full time 
engineer, but utilizes the part-time 
services of an engineer also engaged 
in private practice to do engineer- 
ing work when needed. 

Analysis of our requirements 
has been made periodically by the 
council, and we have determined 
each time that employment of a 
full time city engineer with ne- 

| cessary part-time assistance would 
be more expensive and less satis- 
factory than the present arrange- 
ment. Our requirements are lim- 
ited, for the city operates neither 
utilities nor sanitary sewers. 

Cur agreement with the city en- 
gineer is for a salary of $12 per an- 
num as a retainer, plus fees for en- 
gineering work that is done. For the

I have observed Mr. Smith’s 
work and advice to the city coun- 
cil and planning commission for 
ten years. I know, as no one 
whose residence in Menlo Park is 
measured in terms of months can 
know, how much he has contri- 
buted to the planning and progress 
of our city.

H. Smith and his permanent staff. To carry on the city payroll 
a qualified engineer ready to meet the occasional demands 
when additional clerical and drafting help would also need to 
be hired, would represent to our way of thinking an unwar- 
ranted expenditure. 

Babowol has also attacked the seeming unanimity of 
our city council in many decisions as evidence of cut-and- 
dried operation wherein the voice of the citizen carries 
little weight. He has even lifted out-of context editorial 
quotations from this newspaper to support his point. 

From long continued observation of our city council in 
action, this newspaper believes that any such conclusion is 
unfounded. We have seen the present members of the council 
lean over backward to adjust their actions to the expressed 
wishes’ of the majority, and have seen them disagree publicly 
in many discussions. 

Disagreement in discussion is healthy, but so is a freely- 
achieved meeting of the minds. We believe this is what we 
now have on the Menlo Park city council, and we would not wish 
to change this harmonious operation that has proved its value 
in efficient city government for a situation where dissent for 
the sake of dissent marked every official action. 

For the welfare of Menlo Park, the Recorder recommends a 
vote for Belangie and Marcussen for city councilmen.

CITES REASONS 
The brochure says more funds are 
needed for: 


“1, More Money for Teachers. 
The Las Lomitas salary schedule has 
been lower than. that of an yother 
district on our area. To attract and 
hold good teachers, we must pay 
salaries comparable to what other 
Nearby districts offer teachers. In 
addition, we must add seven more 
teachers next year to take care of 
the larger number of students who 
will attend: the: Las Lomitas and 
Ladera schools. 


“2. More’ Money for Supplies, 
Equipment, Administration, Etc.* 
Last fall we voted a bond issue 
and accepted state aid to expand 
Las Lomitas school and build the 
new Ladera school. Now we must 
be prepared to pay: for operating 
this larger plant. Twenty percent 
mere students -in- 1952-53 will also 
contribute to higher costs. 

“3. More Money, for Transporta- 
tion. Months ago ‘we outgrew our 
one small school bus. Even before 
the Ladera school opens, we must 
add a-second, much larger bus to 
get the district: children to school 
and home again at the proper times. 
Trustees*have already rented a new 
bus, with the rent applicable on pur- 
chase price.

(Continued from Page 10-B) 
tion or has poor design, this can

Storage is “nother big problem 
that can be remedied. If the man of 
the house has carpenter’s ability or 
is even interested in it, built-in 
dressers and chests can be“made 
for the room. 

In addition to this, you'll be 
amazed at what sturdy wooden box- 
es can do for storage.

Proper Storage 
Prevents Clutter 


Children’s rooms frequently need

Books are always being added to 
their possessions, and so are rec- 
ords, in many cases, not to mention 
the ‘‘collections’’ such as insects, 
nests, boats, airplanes, dolls and 
games of all sorts.
